| CANADA'S “FAVORABLE” 
BALANCE 


In the year which ended with Mareh, Cana- 
dians exported more goods than they imported, 
to the amount of $202,000,000, a substantial in- 
crease over the “favorable” trade balance of the 
year before. 

How do we as a nation collect the $202,000,- 
000, or do we? Most likely, we do not. The 
bulk of the money probably must go to pay 
interest on the money our Governments were 
foolish enough to borrow in New York and 
London. If so, there isn’t anything coming to 
us. We have handed over that much wealth, 
permanently, to coupon-clippers residing 
abroad. And we shall have the privilege of 
doing the same thing again this year. 

If there is any of the sum left after these 
claims have been deducted, it represents a 
claim which Canadians have upon goods pro- 
duced in other countries. And also, in the 
present circumstances, a pledge upon our part 
to accept and import goods, since international 
balances are not being settled in gold any 


Satisfactory as it is that we have been able 
to pay this amount of interest on our outside 
debts, or to have claims for part of the amount 
on goods produced in other countries, it is as 
well to remember that a huge “favorable” trade 
balance is something no country can now expect 
to secure year after year indefinitely. 

All nations are now looking for “favorable” 
balances. Therefore no country can have such 
balances regularly; the others won't stand for 
continued “unfavorable” balances against them- 
selves, The present balance is probably as 
large as Canada can expect in future years, 
since all countries are quick to adopt “correc- 
tives” when they find the balances running 
against them. 

The extent to which we can develop foreign 
trade depends upon the amount of foreign goods 
we are willing to accept in payment for our 
products.

About the Finger Nails 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

I receive many letters asking about the 
proper care of the nails. 

If the nails are to be cared for properly, 
they should be kept clean by first placing in 
plenty of hot, soapy water and then scrubbing 
them with a soft brush. They should be well 
rinsed with warm water, then 
with cold, and should be dried 
thoroughly. A mild, pure soap 
is the best to use, as harsh 
soaps will cause the cuticle to 
become dry and rough. After 
cleansing the hands, you are 
ready to use an orange wood 
stick or finger nail file under- 
neath each nail for the pur- 
pose of removing any grime 
Dr. F. McCoy which has lodged in the pocket 

. between the free end of the 
nail and the finger. The number of times the 
nails should be cleansed in this manner in a) 
one day depends to some extent on the nature 
of your work. The house-wife will probably 
find it advisable to repeat the cleansing process 
two or three times during the working day. 

When the cuticle around the nail needs to be 
pushed back, do this after you have finished the 
cleansing process when the cuticle is soft and 
pliable. It should be pushed back very gently 
with an orange wood stick, at the same time 
that you are careful not to injure the cuticle. 
The use of a cuticle cream, applied at night will 
help materially to soften the cuticle. While 
small shreds of the cuticle may be cut with 
manicure scissors, it is not advisable to cut them 
too close, and gouging or tearing of the cuticle 
during the cutting or during the manicure should 
be avoided. ; 

Inasmuch as the nails grow 
they must be kept short by cutting or filing. 
The filing may be done either with a steel file 
or with emery board and the nail should be 
roundly shaped to conform to the shape of the 
end of the finger, except in those instances 
where it is desirable to keep the nail filed 
straight across. Many people prefer to keep the 
nail short by first cutting with manicure scis- 
sors and then using the file—others rely only 
on the file, used at frequent intervals. Either 
method is excellent. 

At the present time, it is fashionable to 
attain a polished effect for decorative purposes 
either through the application of nail polish or 
through buffing. Many women want to know 
if there is any possibility of harming the nails 
through polishing them. The answer is that the 
normal nail seems to remain as healthy when 
polished as when unpolished. Nail polishes pro- 
vided in liquid form are usually made from ace- 
tone containing tincture of benzoin or a solution 
of cellulose acetate and possibly are helpful in 
preventing infection because of their antiseptic 
properties. 

White spots which form in the nails may be 
due to several causes, such as injury, the pres- 
ence of bubbles of air between the nail and its 
matrix, or to excesses of various kinds such as 
worry, or overwork. 

If you wish to have attractive, healthy nails, 
remember that the nails closely reflect the gen- 
eral health of the body; and when a condition 
of lowered vitality develops, the nails may 
quickly lose their clear, lustrous appearance. 
For example, such chronic disorders as diabetes, 
and arthritis may be accompanied by abnormal

If you wish to have healthy, 
rosy, finger nails, be sure to include plenty of 
vegetables and fruits in your diet.

T has happened several times 

lately that a judge has pro- 
nounced sentence of death knowing 
full well. as everybody else has 
known, that it would never be car- 
ried out 


It is, theréfore, being asked 
whether in such cases some alterns- 
tive may not be found. As the law 
stands at present, once a verdict of 
murder is brought in, the judge 
has no option but to don the black 
cap and condemn the prisoner to 
be hanged by the neck until dead, 
the most terrible duty imposed 
upon him.

hanged from the bathroom dog: 

She had to go out to work but 
became tuberculous and was told 
that her only chance of getting 
better was to have one lung put out 
of action altogether. The little girl 
had a severe attack of bronchitis 
ebout this time and the distracted 
mother began to fear that she 
would develop tuberculosis or in- 
sanity. She, herself. was preparing 
to go into hospital again for six 
months 

“Mummy, are you going to die?” 
the child asked. "If you are do take 
me with you. Don't leave me be- 
hind and then we can both be with 
daddy.”

1S was the last straw for the 
poor mother, She gave the 

child a sleeping draught and then 
turned on the gas. When she was 
sure the little girl was dead she 
took all the poison she could find 
in the house 

Mrs. Swann woke next day in the 
hospital and later appeared at the 
Old Bailey charged with murder 
and attempted suicide, 


She requested that no defence be 
put forward. She would not plead 
insanity because she knew she was 
not insane. “I think I wag abso- 
lutely right,” she said. “My con- 
scious is perfectly clear.” 

“She is now in an advanced 
stage of tuberculosis and alone in 
the world,” said counsel. “She stil! 
thinks it lucky that her child is not 
going to grow up with her own 
terrible disease or the still more 
terrible disease from which her 
husband suffered.” 

The judge, Mr. Justice Hewke, 
said no one could fail to be moved 
by this recital. 

“The plea that you made leaves 
me no alternative as to what I must 
do,” he added, in passing sentence. 
“It will be for others to consider 
what your future may be.” 

The consideration was swift and 
merciful, Within eighteen hours 
Mrs. Swann was reprieved. It is not 
unlikely that she will be released 
very soon that she may enter a 
sanatorium where, it is believed, 
she may have a@ chance of recovery.

Dr. A. F. Aideron Reports 
Epidemic of Influenza, 
Scarlet Fever 


An abnormal amount of illness 
has prevailed this year all across 
Canada, Dr. A. F. Anderson, 
superintendent of the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital, told members of 
the Edmonton Hospital Board at 
a meeting Friday evening. 

“To find any situation compar- 
able you would have to go back to 


1918,” Dr. Anderson said 

He mentioned especially the epi- 
demic of influenza which has pre- 
vailed, and added that pneumonia 


had followed in its wake. “There 
has been more pncumonia this year 


than in any two years since 1919,” | 


he stated 

He also. reported that 
Edmonton had experienced its first 
epidemic of scarlet fever 
although it had taken a compara- 
tively mild form 


DEVELOP VACCINE 
Dr. Anderson said the only 
|}to properly control scarlet 


fever 


was by developing methods of vac- 


cination which, in the case of diph- 
| theria, had practically wiped out 
the disease. He did not favor push- 
ing scarlet fever 
a public measure at the present 
time, however, stating the percent- 
age of successful applications was 
not as great as in diphth¢ria 


He added that an epidemic vould } 


bring about a naturally immunized 
population so that another epidemic 
could not be expected for six or 
seven ycars. 

Presenting his monthly report for 
March, Dr. Anderson said there 
were 42 deaths in the Royal Alex- 
andra and Isolation hospitals. In 
the Royal Alex. there were 750 ad- 
missions and 753 discharges, 
daily average of 368 patients.

WASHINGTON, April 18 — The 
departure of Colonel Charles A, 
Lindbergh from the United States 
was discussed Friday by the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors 
in a professional examination of 
their editorial conduct, 

Although sympathy for the avia- 
tor was expressed, Lee A. White of 
the Detroit News, who led the dis- 
cussion, reminded his colleagues 
that “when considering statements 
regarding Lindbergh's desire to 
avoid publicity, it should also be 
remembered there was a period in 
his life when it was publicity he 
sought.” 

NOT SO “LILY WHITE” 

Though not condoning al! that 
had been printed in this country of 
the Lindbergh exile, White held 
the British press which used the 
occasion to criticize the American 
press was not so “lily white” in its 
Lindbergh publicity record. 

In a discussion of the rights of 
citizens to privacy, White insisted 
that the American press must re- 
main unhampered.
